With revolver in hand, Diag then said 
that he was going to kill him and then 
witnesses,. whom counsel said would 
be put upon the stand, rushed in and 
disarmed the deceased.

PRINCIPAL PRODUCTS OF THE 
CAUCASUS MOUNTAINS. 


— — 


Where Men Fight for the Love of 
Combat and Girls are Glad to be 
Sold into Asia—Russia Finds it 
Much Better To Give Them Loose 
Rein. 


[Kansas City Star:] Though they are 
nowadays policed by the Cossacks, the 
brave and hardy mountain tribes of the 
Caucasus are still the freest of all Rus- 
sia's subjects. After more than a cen- 
tury of war with them, Russia has 
found it beet to drive them to a loose 
rein and wink at a good deal of their 
brigandage and internecine warfare, 

Russia handles this awkward situa- 
tien cleverly. The sons of the tribal 
chieftains are frequently lured away 
from their mountain villages by the of- 
fer of commissions in the Russian army 
and large grants of money. They are 
taken young, and trained in civilized 
ways at the military academy. They 
take to their profession as a duck 
takes to water, and advance with re- 
markable speed. Thus it comes about 
that some of the highest officers in 
the Russian army today started in te 
as barefooted barbarians in the moun- 
tain villages of the Caucasus. 

This is particularly true of the Os. 
setes, whom the Russians call “the 
gentiemen of the mountains,” because 
of thelr fine qualities. They are the 
best and bravest of all the Caucasian 
tribesmen. An Ossete on his mountain 
heath is a fine-loking creature, He 
usually stands over six feet tall, and 
has « stalwart, martial bearing. He 
looks every inch the comic opera bri. 
gand, with his picturesque eastern 
tume of at least half a dozen colors 
and Wis sash full of silver-mounted 
pistols and daggers. He would rather | 
fight than eat. At the least affront 
to his honor or dignity, he is ready to 
engage in deadly combat. If you jook 
at him he may take it as ah insult; 
and if you don't look at him he may be 
equally enraged at the neglect. 

JUSTIFYING DRUNKENNESS, 

The Ossetes who stay at home in the 
Caucasus retain their primitive tribal 
customs and pagan religion. Until a 
few -years ago they practiced deadly 
family vendettas like those of Corsica 
revenge,” they called the 
tom; bat the Kussian authorities 
stamped it out after infinite trouble 
and tribal crimes are now atoned for 
by the payment of catile’to the in- 
jured parties on a cast-iron tariff 


drawn up by the Russians. 

The queerest custom of the Ossetes 
i» thelr fondness for funeral feasts, 
whieh seem to form the bulwark of 
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has to feed not only his descendants, 
but also his departed ancestors. “Your 
Gead are hungry, — this is the worst 
insult which can be flung at the head 
of an Ossete. 

There are no fewer than ten “Feasts 
of the Dead“ during the year, and some 
of these feasts last for several days. 
The pious Ossete does not spread food 
and drink before the tomb or the altar 
He 
Gevours the offerings himself, and by 
a convenient theological doctrine they 


progenitor in whese honor they are of- 
fered. An Ossete may thus make a hog 
and a drunkard of himself, and charge 
the offense to filial piety, for obvious- 
ly the more he can eat and drink the 
better it is for the deceased. 

The Oseetes are only one out of doz- 
ens of tribes which inhabit this wild 

n., each with us own language 
or dialect, its own racial characteristics 
and its own customs. There is a great- 
er meédiey of races in Caucasus than 
there is even in the Balkans, and just 
as much racial rivalry and hatred. 
Mohammedan, Christian and pagan 
live side by side, and there is keener 
antipathy between the various sects of 
Mohammedans and Christians than ex- 
ists between those religions themselves. 
If Russia were not there to keep the 
peace they would fight continually, 
until they destroyed one another like 
the famous Kilkenny cate. 

Prince Demidoff, a famous slayer of 
big game, tells a characteristic story of 
the Caucasus. On one of his many 
hunting trips in that region he stum- 
bled upon a Cossack post on the Kurd- 
igh frontier, and noticed seven graves 
Just outside the lines. Each grave was 
covered by numerous pairs of Kurdish 
boots. The Prince asked the com- 
mandant of the post what Tt meant. 

“K's just a little warning to our 
friends the Kurds,” that officer replied. 
. y used to annoy us very much by 
‘sniping’ at our sentries and murder- 
ing any of our men they happened to 
find alone on the countryside. 

“It grew so tiremome that at last we 
determined to kill ten Kurds for every 
Cossack slain, and put their beots on 
the grave of our man, ‘pour encourager 
les autres.’ After two months they gave 
it up. and now they are as quiet as 
lambs. In that time they killed seven 


Cossacks, Those are their graves, and 
It you count the pairs of shoes vou 


will find seventy.” 

Brigandage is sometimes winked at. 
by the Russians when it does not trou- 
ble them or other Europeans, and it 
does not seem advisable at the moment 
to suppress it at the cost of a cam- 
Paign with a warlike tribe. But when 
they take it inte their heads to hunt a 
gang of brigands down they hang re- 
morselesaly to the trail until everyone 
of the bandits is shot or placed in 
jJall. The remotest caves in the moun- 
tains are vain refuges. 

AS IN DAYS OF ABRAHAM. 

There are nearly 40,000 Jews in the 
Caucasus, who form a race apart. The 
Russians call them ““Mountain Jews.” 
They herd together in small commu- 
nitles—often in separate. villages—and 
have nothing to do with the rest of 
the people. y never enter the towns 
or the cities, but are content to lead 

simple. pastoral life of Abraham.

They keep the Mosaic law to the letter. 
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and all their customs are simple and 
Biblical. This is not strange, inasmuch 
as they are believed to be a remnant 
of the Jews of the Captivity, who were 
banished to these mountain fastnesses 
by a Babylonian monarch 2000 years 
ago, precisely as Russian nonconform- 
iste are banished to frontier territories 
today by the Czar. | 

The pride of the Caucasus its the 
beauty of its women. There are more 
beautiful women to be found in these 
rugged mountains than anywhere else 


are women as lovely, but nowhere else 
is loveliness % common. Among the 
Circassians a homely girl is hardly ever 
seem and this is true in a less degree 
of the Ossetes, the tribes of Daghestan, 
and many of the other races inhabiting 
these highlands. 
The beauty of the Circassian girls is, 
of course, world famous. They are in 
at demand in all the harems Tur- 
ey. Persia, Egypt, Central Asia and 
other parts of the Mohammedan world. 
Many merchants visit the Circnssian 
villages at certain seasons of the year 
to pick out the prettiest girls ang in- 
duce them to travel to Stambeul. Tehe- 
ran and other cities where they can 
make good marriages,’ perhaps to a 
Prince or a Pasha. Sometimes the mer- 
chant buys the girl from her parents 
as a speculation; more frequently he 
deducts a commission from the sum 
paid him by the bridegroom and sends 
them the of

In no part of the world are there 
more ruined churches and monaeteries 
than In the Caucasus. Many of them 
were once magnificent bulldings. dat- 
ing back to the most glorious days of 
the Byzantine empire. Some of these 
fine old ruins, destroyed almost to their 
foundations, now support the wretched 
hovels of the peasants. The Christian 
races in the Caucasus are fond of 
building their villages around such 
ruins; they believe it brings them good 
luck. It is hardly possible to travel ten 
miles in many parts of the Cuucasus 
Without coming across some famous 
church of ancient days, now fallen inte 
ruins. 

But there are plenty of more or leas 
modern churches in the Christian dis- 
tricts of the Caucasus, and nowhere? are 
monasteries more plentiful. You see 
them on every rugged mountain side, in. 
every fertile valley. most famous 
is the monastery of Aton, at Souchourn 
Kale, on the Black Sea. It is the larg- 
est monastic establishment in the world 
and was bullt at a cost of more than 
a million dollars. Twenty-five hundreds 
monks find refuge from the 
within clolstera, 
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
